I       I    can  this  be  said  more  truthfully  than  of  hymn-books.     One  good  compila- 

^^    tion  follows  another ;    "  the  best  book   possible "  appears  and  is  accepted. 

In  five  or  ten  years,  while  it  is  still  considered  "the  best,"  another  comes  forward 

with  a  closer  adaptation  to  popular  need. 

Thirty  years  ago,  when  a  pastor  in  Brooklyn,  the  present  compiler  prepared  his 
first  collection  of  hymns  and  tunes,  and  issued  it  under  the  name  of  "  Songs  of  the 
Church."  In  1865  "Songs  for  the  Sanctuary"  followed;  then,  in  1878,  came 
"Spiritual  Songs";  and,  in  1884,  "  Laudes  Domini."  In  the  latter  book  was  em- 
bodied the  result  of  all  his  experience.  But  suggestions  came  to  him  and  were  filed 
away ;  new  tunes  appeared ;  new  hymns  were  written ;  new  wants  arose  among  the 
churches.  A  year  ago  the  question  was  considered  of  adding  to  "  Laudes  Domini."  It 
seemed  better,  however,  to  revise  that  work  entirely,  omitting  such  hymns  and  tunes 
as  were  less  used  now  than  when  the  book  was  issued.  The  publishers,  too,  were 
desirous  of  setting  it  from  new  type  and  making  new  plates.  The  result  is  seen  in 
the  present  collection,  "  The  New  Laudes  Domini." 

Of  the  hymns  offered  along  the  ages  by  the  older  composers,  like  Watts  and 
Wesley,  Montgomery,  Cowper  and  Newton,  nearly  all  have  been  greatly  altered  since 
they  were  written.  Hence  the  versions  of  those  in  modern  use  appear  in  many  and 
various  forms  of  phraseology.  The  compiler  of  this  work  has  tried  to  choose  such  as 
would  prove  most  familiar  to  the  churches  into  which  it  would  be  likeliest  to  go. 
Generally  he  has  obtained  his  text  from  the  official  hymnals  of  the  denominations, 
simply  accepting  the  changes  he  found. 

The  tunes  have  been  selected  because  of  their  fitness  to  give  a  voice  to  the  senti- 
ment of  religious  feeling  which  the  sacred  poetry  carries.  To  have  them  correct, 
artistic,  and  tasteful,  and  yet  singable  and  simple,  has  been  his  chief  ambition  respect- 
ing the  music.  The  test  of  criticism  for  this  book  ought  to  be  found  in  the  use  of  it. 
It  has  the  same  aim  as  those  have  had  which  have  gone  before  in  this  series,  namely, 
to  lead  the  taste  of  congregations  and  choirs  to  higher  and  purer  reaches  of  song  and 
tunefulness  in  their  praises  of  God.

the  earth :  thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them :  for  I  the  Lord 
thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto 
the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate  Me  ;  and  showing  mercy  unto  thou- 
sands of  them  that  love  Me,  and  keep  My  commandments.
